apparatus comprising first and second integrated circuit, wherein the first integrated circuit 
comprises an RF receiver circuitry and the second integrated circuit comprises a DSP configured 
to accept a digital output of the RF receiver circuitry.

Group II, claims 27-51, without traverse. Please cancel Group I, claims 1-26 and 52-76- vvdthout 
prejudice.
